Before the Los Angeles Realty Board T hursday 
noon Stoddard Jess, vice-president of the F irst N a­ 
tional Bank, delivered an address in which he gave 
his view s regarding the business depression the past 
y ear throughout the country. 
As to the y ear 1914 
Mr. Je ss was optimistic. 
His subject was ‘‘Financial 
Conditions as they Exist.” 
The meeting passed a 
resolution for the appointm ent of a com m ittee of six 
to confer with local bankers regarding the establish­ 
m en t of a regional bank in Taws 
Angeles. 
O ther 
speakers besides Mr. Jess were Judge 
A lbert 
M. 
Stephens and M. J. Monnette, of the Citizens T rust 
and Savings Bank. 
Mr. M onette’s topic w as ‘‘The 
Relation of the Borrower and 
the 
Lender.” 
H e 
handled his subject in a splendid way. m aking a spe­ 
cial plea for fairness toward the banks; he also urged 
co-operation of all interests with the banks, declar­ 
ing th a t the strength of the banks is the strength of 
th e community. 
Mr. Jess in his address spoke in 
p a rt as follows: 
‘‘T he y ear 1912 will go down in history as one in 
which m any social and political changes have taken 
place, not only in our own country, but throughout 
the wtorld. 
Among the most im portant 
problem s 
th a t have presented themselves has been th e short­ 
age in money, the amount of available cash being in 
sufficient to meet the demands. 
Nations, as well as 
individuals, have scra m b led for its possession. 
“The m ost prominent reason for tho shortage has 
been th e tendency to board money in Europe and 
India. 
It is estimated th a t in India alone $400,000.- 
000 has been withdrawn from the world’s circulating 
medium by the people, who are frugal, economical 
to the highest degree and who having no use for 
banks in prosperous times, literally bury th eir m on-1 
ey in the ground to await the tim e of fam ine a n d f 
drought.
